The death of Herbert T. Condon last summer closed a chapter in University history. Dean 
Condon, who served Washington for nearly fifty years, first as registrar and finally Dean of 
Students, will be a part of this campus in spirit as well as material memorials for the rest of its 


existence. 


In that fifty years Dean Condon saw his small college grow into a mighty center of learning 
guided by his philosophy of education. 


“I am a firm believer in the policy that colleges can teach character as well as they can 
teach knowledge," the Dean once said. “I think a function of a University is to teach a student 


some rules of conduct as well as rules of grammar." 


With this philosophy always in mind Dean Condon advised Regents and laid cornerstones 
of actual buildings as well as new ideas. He dedicated his life to Washington and served the Uni- 


versity longer than any other one person. 


Supreme Court Justice Mathew W. Hill expressed the Dean's devotion by using the names of 


the four Columns in the Sylvan theater. 


“Loyalty, Industry, Faith and Efficiency, I know of no life that epitomizes these qualities 


more than our friend, Herbert T. Condon," Justice Hill said at memorial services last June. 


It is hoped that the dedication of this Tyee to Dean Condon may in a small way express 
Washington's thanks for the Dean's self-dedication to us.

Under state law, the government of the University is 
vested in a BOARD OF REGENTS consisting of seven 
members appointed by t ;overnor with the approval 
of the State Senate. They serve for terms of six year: 
each, without pay. Under rules prescribed the Regents, 
the President of the University and the faculty have 
charge of the immediate government of the University. 


HAROLD P. EVEREST became Vice President of the 
University of Washington on July 16, 1952, after serving 
as Acting President for the preceding six months. He 
joined the University journalism faculty in 1938 and 
became Director of the School in 1944. When the School 
of Journalism and the Radio Education Department were 
combined into the School of Communications in 1951, he 
was named Director of the new School. He held this posi- 
tion until appointed Acting President in January, 1952. 
A University of Washington alumnus, Professor Everest 
was the publisher of a weekly newspaper in Kirkland for 
16 years before entering the teaching profession.

Giving intelligent guidance to the numerous fields of activities at the university is the 
important job of the administrators. Their various positions necessarily cover a wide range 
of duties as there are many behind-the-scenes tasks involved in the successful administra- 
tion of a large university. 


The fifteen men and women who are each separately charged with specific aspects of 
administration are well trained and qualified to give wise direction to the operation of the 
university. Under their leadership falls the comprehensive responsibility of maintaining 
and improving the financial, physical and educational well being of the university and its 
students. 

Financial control is vested in the comptroller, the assistant camptroller, the registrar, 
and the purchasing agent. while other administrators handle the physical aspects of the 
univer: Such physical aspects are controlled by the superintendent of buildings and 
grounds, and the director of campus housing. The well being of the students is directed by 
the counselor of the women's residence halls, the director of the food service, and the direc- 
tor of health service. 

The all-important educational area of administration is jointly directed by the director 
of adult education, the executive officers of extension classes. correspondence studies. and 
in-service teacher training, and the director of libraries. The directors of summer quarters, 
press, and office of public information and university relations complete this well-rounded 
force of administrators. Through their respective titles of office, each extends beneficial 
influence toward the major areas of university interest. 

No institution can function properly without a competent crew of administrators, and 
those of Washington are certainly deserving of honor and credit for the smoothe operation 
of our university.

The distinction of summa 
cum laude signifies a minimum grade-point average 
of 3.9, magna cum laude an average of 3.6, and cum 
laude an average of 3.35.

The College of Engineering, organized into nine departments under the direction of Dean Harold E. 
Wessman, ranks high among engineering schools in this country. It is fully accredited and offers both 
bachelor’s and advanced degrees in aeronautical, ceramic, chemical, civil, electrical, industrial, mechanical, 
metallurgical, and mining engineering. An active research program is carried on by the departments in 
cooperation with the Engineering Experiment Station. Many special research facilities are available, and a 
number of research fellowships in the Engineering Experiment Station are provided each year for qualified 
students. 


All engineering students enroll in a common curriculum during the freshman year. The curricula for 
the following three years, however, differ for each branch of engineering. A program in the humanities, 
offered by the Humanistic-Social Studies Department, is also taken by each student concurrently with his 
technical courses. The teaching staff in Engineering numbers approximately 110 persons and is drawn from 
all branches of the profession. Practically every staff member has had practical profession experience in 
addition to advanced graduate study. 

The tremendous demand of industrial firms and governmental agencies for highly-trained engineers 
and scientists has increased the emphasis on graduate study and research. This year’s enrollment of 1600 
students in engineering includes 215 graduates working toward master's and doctor's degrees. A placement 
program, conducted through the Office of the Dean, brings students and prospective employers together for 
interviews leading to definite positions in industry and government. 


Research highlights in the College of Engineering are published quarterly in “The Trend in Engineer- 
ing." The student publication, "Washington Engineer," reflects the activities of the student body, and includes 
articles on research, news of alumni, and current activity of the student branches of the various professional 
societies.

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The School of Law was established at the University of Washington in 1899, and is presently housed in Condon Hall, a 
building designed specially for the particular needs of a law school. The School is a member of the Association of American 
Law Schools and is approved by the Council of Legal Education and Admissions to the Bar of the American Bar Association. 


The University Law Library contains 117.267 volumes including the decisions of all English and United States courts 
of last resort and the reported decisions of inferior tribunals. Extensive runs of the English, American, and colonial statutes 
are available, as are copies of all legal periodicals published in the English language. The Law Library is the tenth largest 

i law school library in the United States and the largest to be found west of the M ippi, according to the Association of 
| American Law Schools’ Directory of June, 1950. 


The School of Law is within a few minutes’ ride of both the federal and state courts sitting in Seattle. Thus law students 
are afforded ready opportunity to observe the trial of actual cases. This proximity to the courts has also made it possible to 
obtain both federal and state judges to preside over and hear practice court trials and appellate arguments prepared and con- 
ducted by law students acting as counsel for the parties. The School of Law's Practice Court, in which senior law students try 
actual cases, with the consent of the parties, has gained national recognition in the field of legal education. Each year, the 
Student Bar Association sponsors the Moot Appellate Court Competition. Open to all law students, this contest is designed to 
develop forensic ability in the presentation of arguments at the appellate level.

The College of Pharmacy is one of the older colleges on the campus, the first professional 
courses in pharmacy appearing in the 1894 University catalogue. A four year program leading 
to the Bachelor of Science degree was offered in 1904. Graduate work was instituted in 1912 lead- 
ing to the degree of Master of Science, and since 1925 the college has been accepting candidates 
for the Doctor of Philosophy degree with a major in Pharmacy, Pharmacognosy or Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry. 

The college is a member of the Division of Health Sciences. This division also includes the 
School of Medicine, Dentistry and Nursing and was constituted to coordinate the teaching and serv- 
ices of the four members. 

The Department of Pharmacy maintains a drug service department to serve other schools and 
departments on the campus. Service courses are provided for the School of Dentistry and the School 
of Nursing. 

A well developed medicinal plant garden together with greenhouses and plant laboratories 
constitute an important phase of the pharmacognosy program both for undergraduate and graduate 
study. 

A completely equipped laboratory is maintained for service to the State Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Washington State Liquor Control Board. Many of the facilities are made available to 
the Department of Pharmaceutical Chemistry.

The Purple Shield is a unique organization of college under- 
classmen. It was organized in 1925 by a group of students and 
faculty leaders to recognize achievement in scholarship and the 
accomplishment of leadership in the extracurricular life of the 
University. Its purpose was to be “an underclassman scholastic 
and activity honorary designed to bring together, in friendly 
union, the calibre of men who have shown themselves to be 
leaders in their respective fields of endeavor during their first 
years at the University. These men under common bond of or- 
ganization and mutual respect, through interactions and common 
purpose, endeavor to give of their own character, and to gain 
from the other, so that sincere friendships and a thorough enjoy- 
ment of their college career will result." 


The Purple Shield initiates new members twice a year, once 
during fall quarter and also during the spring quarter. New 
members must have attended at least two quarters at the Univer- 
sity, compiling a 2.67 or better cumulative grade point, with a 
3.00 point during one of the quarters. In addition, he must have 
taken part in several activities of the University in order to be

proud outfit—the Delta Chi fraternity. There once was a time when Delta Chi was 
the pride of the fraternity world—never went out with sorority women, couldn't get a 
sorority exchange on a bet, led a revolt against the evils of learning.

Upon the completion of two and one-half years of study on campus where she gains "background," the pre-nursing 
student then enters the clinical division for her nursing experience at Swedish, King county and Doctor's hospitals. 


During her last quarter on campus she commutes to the hospital two days a week for pre-clinical experience. This period 
offers her a chance to become acquainted with the hospital routine and decide if she and nursing are compatable. At the end 
of these three months she is presented with a white cap, the badge of a full-fledged student nurse, at a very impressive ceremony.

Chelan hall is the finest ex- 
ample of the Rabbit-Hutch 
school of architectural thinking 
to be found anywhere in the 
country. This hutch was des- 
perately needed to house the 
flood of returning World War 
II veterans. At the time, the 
Bell Telephone company found 
itself, due to the tragic over- 
sight of an apprentice booth- 
designer, with several hundred 
booths on hand that were too 
small to accommodate the tele- 
phone.

Climaxing a successful season, the Husky dia- 
mond squad shared top Northern Division honors 
with Oregon State. Under the able leadership of 
coach Warren Tappin and team captain Bob Mor- 
rison the Pups romped through the season with a 


record of ten wins against six defeats. This was the 
first time since 1932 that a Washington baseball 
team has won or shared a title. However, Oregon 
State, because of their three to one edge in the OS 
Washington series, represented the Northern Divi- 
sion in the Coast playoffs. 


Individual standouts in the squad included pitcher 
and first baseman Bob Houbregs, short stop Bill 
Earley, third baseman Bill Stuht, catcher Sam 
Mitchell, and pitcher Bob Bell, all of whom were 
named to the All-Northern Division team selected by 
coaches and publicity directors. Sam Mitchell was 
also named to the All-Coast first team, while Bill 
Stuht captured honors on the second All-Coast team. 


When it came to weilding the war clubs, the Hus- 
kies more than proved their worth. From the plate 
Bill Early led the Northern Division with a batting 
average of .449, closely followed by teammates Gar- 
ner (.393), Houbregs (.354), Mitchell (.333) and 
Stuht (.322). 


From the mound, Bell with a record of five out of 
six was the Husky mainstay. Dick Murchy seemed 
to be the only Husky pitcher with Oregon State's 
number, polishing them off 10 to 6, to account for 
his record of one win and no losses. Other hurlers 
were Chuck Magnuson, Jim Rothaus and Bob Hou- 
bregs.
